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2nd suspect charged in Dixie Cobb case 


Eyewitness questioned

“I further declare that the de- 
ceased died by manual strangula- 
tion.” 

So concluded a 13-page Wayne 
County Medical Examiner autopsy 
report done by Dr. Sawain Kalnluen 
that became "Exhibit A” at a cri- 
minal examination for two defen- 
dants regarding the murder of Dix- 
ie Cobb of New Boston. 

The conclusion contradicted the 
general notion that the 41-year-old 
woman was beaten to death in her 
home on Waltz Road early in the 
morning of June 20. 

It also asks more questions as to 
how and when the woman was mur- 
dered and who was responsible. 

Gregory Heissler, 22, and John 
Frye, 28. the co-defendants, made 
no statement at the examination 


held at 34th District Court in Romu- 
lus last Wednesday. 

Three different witnesses were 
questioned regarding the events 
that night. 

Frye, who was taken in for ques- 
tioning June 25 along with Heissler 
following an anonymous tip five 
days after the murder, was re- 
leased two days later. However, on 
July 5, the day before the criminal 
examination, he was arrested and 
arraigned before Judge James 
Stone, chief of the 34th District 
Court. 

He was charged with first degree 
murder (premeditated) and first 
degree murder CSCl (criminal sex- 
ual conduct) . This second charge is 
for a so-called felony murder. That 
is, a murder committed during the 
commission of another felony, or 
murder committed during act of 
rape. 


The charges are identical to those 
Heissler was arraigned on. 

Why Frye was released and later 
arrested is not certain. Officers in 
charge of investigation had de- 
scribed Frye as an ‘ eyewitness” 
along with Gerald Whitman who 
was at the scene of the crime. 

Prosecutor Jim Collins and attor- 
neys Earl Washington and Alan 
Helmkamp, representing Heissler 
and Frye respectively, asked ques- 
tions to three witnesses, the first of 
whom was Jimmy Frye, the youn- 
ger brother of defendant John Frye. 

Jimmy Frye said he arrived at 
the Chop’s New Boston Inn alone, at 
midnight, tlv> evening of Sunday, 
June 19. 

In the bar at that time were Greg- 
ory Heissler, of Romulus, and John 
Frye, and Gerald Whitman, both of 
Huron Township.

Funds delayed 


Super Sewer goes down the drain 


The Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (MDNR), capi- 
talizing on misinformation directed 
at the Governor s Office by the City 
of Detroit, has all but killed the $293 
million super sewer project and 
some 21,000 jobs, according to a 
joint statement made today by 
Wayne County Commission Chair- 
man William G. Suzore. Vice- 
Chairman Edward J . Plawecki , Jr . , 
and the Commissioners Mary 
Dumas, Milton Mack and Joseph L. r 
Jurkiewicz. 

Fourteen western communities, 
through whose areas the 60-mile 
long Huron Valley sewer system 
would run, have already spent mil- 


lions of dollars in design and en- 
gineering costs and have pledged 
an additional $95 million required 
by the MDNR in order to obtain 
$192,105,520 from the federal gov- 
ernment to complete the system. 

These communities are now thre- 
atening to go to court if the DNR 
does not fulfill its part of the bar- 
gain. 

In a letter addressed to Richard 
T. Hinshon, MDNR Community 
Assistant Division Acting Chief, 
John E . Breen , Director of the coun- 
ty’s Public Works Legal Services, 
reminded the MDNR of the contrac- 
tual rights of the fourteen com- 
munities to deliver wastewater to 


either Wyandotte or Detroit and 
that the county is already a party to 
the proceedings in U S. District 
Court to force Detroit to comply 
with State and Federal Regulations 
concerning its capacity and compe- 
tence to manage its system. 

“It is the prerogative of Wayne 
County and its communities,” 
Breen concluded, “to determine 
how the areas’ sewage will be tre- 
ated respecting future flows not 
previously contracted.” 

Duane Egeland, Deputy Director 
of the Wayne County Public Works 
Department, said he first became 
aware that a serious problem was 
developing when the DNR refused 
to accept “Resolutions of Intent’’ 
originally requested from the four- 
teen communities by June 1st. As 
one community leader said, 1 The 
DNR was ready to ‘cut and run’ 
with the money (federal appropria- 
tions) right then “ Quick action by 
Congressmen John Dingell and Wil- 
liam Ford succeeded in getting the 
deadline extended to June 24. to 
give the communities a chance to 
approve “hard contracts The 
countv w<\s also required to pledge

Jimmy Frye said he noticed Dixie 
Cobb for the first time around 1:30 
a m. She was seated at the bar be- 
tween Heissler and himself Heis- 
sler was talking to her but he could 
not hear what they were saying 
About 10 minutes after Heissler 
talked with Dixie Cobb, he told the 
examination, Heissler said to him 
during a game of pool : "I am going 
to kill that bitch.” 

During his two-hour stay, Jimmy 
Frye said he had 2 or 3 beers and he 
saw Heissler drink 3 or 4 beers dur- 
ing the same period. 

About 2 a m. Jimmy left the bar. 
Prior to leaving he said he saw Heis- 
sler talking to Dixie and she pulled 
out a $20 bill and bought Heissler a 
drink. The two were at the bar 
together when he left. 

Jimmy said he was not a close 
friend of Heissler — he had known 
him for only 2 or 3 months. 


As for Dixie Cobb. "I saw her in 
the bar a few times, but never 
talked to her.” 

About two or three days later, 
Jimmy Frye said he saw his 
brother, John, but had not seen 
Gregory Heissler until the criminal 
examination. 

Gerald (Gerry) Whitman, 20, was 
next called to the examination, as 
an eyewitness to the murder. 

Whitman said he knew Johnny 
Frye very well but was not a good 
friend of Gregory Heissler He has 
visited at Heissler s home one time. 

That Sunday evening Heissler 
drove Whitman over to Chop's. 
There were about 8 people in the 
bar, he said. 

Whitman said he was not allowed 
to drink so he took sips from Johnny 
Frye’s beer. 

Heissler appeared to be intoxi-

Attorney General , 
city near agreement 
over sewer debt fund 


Representatives of the City of 
Romulus and the Attorney Gener- 
al’s Office met last Friday in Lans- 
ing to discuss a solution to the ci- 
ty’s sewer debt retirement shor- 
tage, and when the two parties dis- 
persed Regina King, assistant to 
the Attorney General, said "that a 
solution to the problem can be work- 
ed out.” 

The city was ordered by the state 
auditors to return to the water- 
sewer debt retirement fund more 
than $1.8 million officials had trans- 
ferred from it to cover operation 
costs by various city departments 
over a period of 20 years. 

The practice of transferring 
funds from specifically designated 
funds to the general fund has since 
been stopped. 

“Hopefully, a solution of this 
problem is near,” said Ms. King, 
who has been charged by the Attor- 
ney General to work with the muni- 
cipality on the problem. “I believe 
that they will come up with a suit- 
able plan, however; that plan is up 
to the city council to approve and 
they will be responsible for it.” 

Council was to meet last night to 
discuss the plan. 

Attorney E. Hammell. hired by 
the city in an 11th hour move to find 
a solution to the fiscal dilemma, 
met with Ms. King on Friday. 
Several other city officials includ- 
ing Mayor William Oakley and fi- 
nance director Patsy Cantrell also 
were in on the talks. 

After the meeting, Hammell said 
he believed that a “tentative 
agreement” can be worked out 
He pointed to this conclusion in a 
letter dated July 8 and mailed to 
members of the council and admi- 
nistration. 

In that letter Hammell stated that 
".. This will confirm my under- 
standing of the tentative agreement 
reached at the Attorney General s 
office on Thursday, July 7. relative 
to the City’s water and sewer debt 
funds. 1 have not attempted to 


check exact figures at this point, 
and therefore the amounts that I am 
using are only approximate, but the 
principals outlined should be cor- 
rect.” 

Hammell said that “all parties 
present agree that the approximate 
figure in question was $1,700,000. 
The State personnel agreed that 
they would permit the City to credit 
against the amount the debt service 
requirements paid in fiscal year 
1982-83 and 1983-84 from the city’s 10 
mill general purpose Charter tax 
limitation. 

“These two figures amounted to 
approximately $1,149,000,” Ham- 
mell’s letter continued. “In addi- 
tion the City was to secure from 
Wayne County the $314,000 of sur- 
plus bond proceeds held, I believe, 
in one of the Downriver bond issue 
accounts, and this was to be applied 
against sewer debt service. This 
brought the total credits to approx- 
imately $1,463,000. 

“At this point an alternate proce- 
dure was suggested to permit the 
city credit for the balance of approx- 
imately $237,000 The City could 
agree either that it would levy no 
debt service millage outside of its 10 
mill Charter limit until the remain- 
ing $237,000 was applied to debt ser- 
vice from millage levied within the 
10 mill limit, or the City could agree 
to levy no waterdebt service mil- 
lage over the 10 until tnat differen 
tial had been covered.” 

According to Hammell. the state 
personnel appeared to prefer the 
second alternative, “and without 
deep study I probably would prefer 
that as well,” he wrote. 

Hammell said he would outline 
his proposal to council at the July 12 
meeting and that he is ready to 
draft that

cated and Johnny Frye had a 
“buzz'' on. that is, drunk, he said 
Heissler and Dixie Cobb were 
talking at the bar and around clos- 
ing, Heissler offered to give a ride 
home to Johnny Frye and himself 
The three drove down Huron Riv- 
er Drive to the corner gas station at 
Waltz Road. The gas station was 
closed They saw Dixie Cobb walk- 
ing in the vicinity of the station 
Heissler got out of the car to talk to 
her, according to testimony. 

Whitman said that Heissler and 
Dixie Cobb entered her home 
together, located about 100 yards 
from the station. He and Johnny 
Frye followed to the house and 
waited outside. 

About 5 or 10 minutes later, John- 
ny Frye entered the house, let in by 
Heissler, Whitman said. 

And 1 to 5 minutes later. Whitman 
was let in by Frye after. Whitman 
said, he knocked on the door. “I 
didn’t know what was going on in 
there.” he said at the examination 
Whitman went down the base- 
ment and saw Heissler having sex 
with Dixie Cobb, he said. The base- 
ment was dark but he could still see . 

Whitman said that after Heissler 
had stood up, Frye bent down to kiss 
her, but he struck her in the face 
with his open hand, Whitman said 
Whitman told the examination 
that Heissler said he was going to 
kill her and then he heard some- 
thing break, like a table, and Heis- 
sler started hitting Dixie Cobb with 
an instrument, about two-feet long, 
with overhead thrusts, about three 
times. 

Whitman said he and Frye stood 
by as Heissler beat her for about a 
minute. 

Heissler then knocked the back 
door open and started to drag her 
body outside, Whitman told the 
court, and said he wanted Johnny 
Frye to help him drag her to the 


river and throw her in 

Before they dragged the body. 
Whitman said that Heissler made a 
threat to him: ‘Greg threatened 
me He said if I said anything I 
would end up the way she was.” 

“I thought I saw her foot move 
when she was dragged across the 
patio.” Whitman continued. 

He saw the two drag her across 
the deck and the lawn, and he 
wasn’t sure what happened later 
but it sounded as if they were falling 
down the hill to the river, he told the 
examination 

About 5 to 10 minutes later, Heis- 
sler came back and said: “I killed 
her,” Whitman said 

Johnny Frye told him that Heis- 
sler held her under the water until 
the bubbles came up Frye also told 
him he was holding on to Heissler at 
the river. Whitman told the ex- 
amination. 

After returning. Heissler went 
back in the house to wipe off prints, 
as they waited outside, Whitman 
said 

Then they all got into the car at 
the gas station and drove to Heis- 
sler’s house on Huron River Drive 
in Romulus, not far beyond the 
Huron Township line. 

All three entered Heissler s house 
where Heissler’s wife was with 
another woman. 

“I killed a woman,” Heissler told 
his wife Tammy. Whitman told the 
court. 

Whitman was asked by the pro- 
secutor if he ever reported the 
crime to the police. 

“I was scared to.” he replied. “I 
was thinking about it.” 

Whitman told the prosecutor that 
Heissler had taken Dixie Cobb’s 
purse which contained about $25 
and he gave Frye and himself some 
of the money Heissler then burned 
the purse. 

Det. Sgt Jay Dorenbecker of the 
State Police. Flat Rock, in charge of 
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the investigation, was the third wit- 
ness to speak. 

Dorenbecker said that upon en- 
tering the scene of the crime at Dix- 
ie Cobb’s home, they found a coffee 
table with a leg missing and blood 
splattered in the basement. 

The leg of the coffee table was 
found outside the house in the yard. 

Articles of her clothing were 
found in two separate piles in the 
basement. The door jamb was 
busted in the back, latch attached, 
and the screen door broken. The 
side door by the garage was open. 

Blood was found on the patio, 
streaks of it all the way to the river. 

The crime lab was summoned 
and samplings were taken of 
numerous artifacts. 

Dorenbecker told the prosecutor 
he had statements on file from all 
the principles regarding the 
murder. 

At the conclusion of the examina- 
tion, the attorneys for the defen- 
dants made statements on behalf of 
their clients. 

Alan Helmkamp, who was 
appointed July 5 by Judge Stone to 
be John Frye’s lawyer, told Judge 
Henry Zaborowski that he did not 
believe there was sufficient evi- 
dence heard at the examination to 
sustain the charges Frye was 
arraigned on. 

He cited the coroner’s report that 
Dixie Cobb died by "manual stran- 
gulation" not drowning and that his 
client had only stuck Dixie Cobb 
once with an open hand. 

Prosecutor Collins countered 
with a statement that Frye should 
be tried as charged, that according 
to statements made by a witness 
during an examination. Frye “held 
on to Heissler" at the river bank, 
assisting Heissler during the 
murder. 

Presumably it is the precise na- 
ture of the action at the river bank 
which will be the target of cross- 

— 


examination at the trial. 

Prosecutor Collins also cited in 
his statement that according to the 
autopsy report, Dixie Cobb had an 
alcohol content of .32 in her blood 
and that a level of only .10 is re- 
garded as intoxication. He said that 
in this condition , Dixie Cobb was not 
able to give consent to anything, in- 
cluding sex. 

He said that Frye was a knowing 
accomplice, helping Heissler to 
drag her body, and held on to Heis- 
sler as Heissler drowned her in the 
river. 

July 21 was set as the day of 
arraignment and pre-trial at 
Wayne County Circuit Court by 
Judge Zaborowski. 

At that arraignment, the co- 
defendants, both being held without 
bond , will be advised of their rights. 

During the pre-trial, plea- 
bargaining could occur where the 
Prosecutor would offer a reduced 
charge in return for a guilty plea. 

If there is no plea at the July 21 
pre-trial, the trial date will be set. 

Judge Zaborowski, following the 
examination, felt it necessary to 
call into the courtroom the other 11 
witnesses and advised them that 
should they come under any threat 
against their safety because of their 
participation in this trial as witnes- 
ses, they will be provided certain 
protection. 

The examination was held before 
a packed courtroom. The co- 
defendants sitting silently during 
the proceeding. 

Gregory Heissler is of medium 
height and slight build. He had long 
blonde hair to his shoulder, a mous- 
tache and beard. 

Frye, also of medium height, ha$ 
straight blondish-brown hair more 
than shoulder-length. His hairline is 
receding slightly and he wears a 
moustache and bushy sideburns. 

The arraignment and pre-trial 
will begin at 9 a.m.

City, county draw lines on chloriding roads

Although they came short of chal- 
lenging the Wayne County Road 
Commissioners in the courts, 
Romulus City Council went on re- 
cord as vocally as it could against 
paying for chloriding county roads 
with local funds. 

The county is asking communi- 
ties to share in the costs of eliminat- 
ing the dust on county roads that 
run through cities. 

First of all I do not like to spend 
our tax dollars to chloride county 
toads/’ said Mayor William Oak- 
ley. “They are saying that they (the 


county) don't have the money We 
don’t either. 

4 And this 50/50 cost sharing would 
set a precedent that could haunt us 
in the future.” Mayor Oakley 
added. 

A communication from David J 
Paul, Director of the Romulus De- 
partment of Public Works, to 
Mayor Oakley pointed out that “in 
order for the Wayne County road 
Commission to chloride the county 
roads in our city, the city must 
adopt a resolution indicating its wil- 
lingness to share in the cost.” 


Oakley concluded “We should 
offer our residents who happen to 
live on county roads the same ser- 
vices as those who live on city 
roads. It is my recommendation 
that the Council adopt such a resolu- 
tion.” 

The council hedged on giving that 
endorsement. 

In a memorandum from Paul to 
Mayor Oakley, Paul said that he 
had discussed dust control of the 
county perimeter and interior 
roads within the boundaries of the 
city with Jerry Freselhouse of the 


Wayne County Road Commission 
“And. at this time, the county will 
chloride approximately three miles 
of roads one time this year and one 
time only for a cost of approximate- 
ly $900, ’ Paul stated 
The roads and area involved in- 
clude Hannan Road . Vining south of 
Eureka to Pennsylvania, Pennsyl- 
vania Road and Grant 

“This one time application will be 
good during the hot weather spell 
for a period of two weeks,” Paul 
continued, and after the chloride 
dissipates, it will be a full city re- 
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sponsibilitv for dust control of these 
roads.” 

Paul informed council that he had 
discussed the problem of dust con- 
trol with Wayne County Commis- 
sioner Milton Mack who has made a 
motion at the county level to chlor- 
ide all the county roads. However, 
since the county is in deep financial 
trouble — one of the reasons why it 
is asking the cities and townships to 
participate in the costs — it is doubt- 
ful that that motion will receive 
approval. 

Mack also indicated to Paul that 
the County Commission “does not 
have control over the Road Com- 
mission , * ’ and therefore he suspects 
that nothing will be done. 

4 ‘If you decide to go with the 
chloride in conjunction with the 
county, they will need a resolution 
from City Council stipulating that 
we will accept half the cost,” Paul 
added. “In the event that the city 
has to do any further dust control on 
county roads, it would be at our i 


city’s) total expense and would also 
require City Council approval 
The Environmental Protection 
Agency has the power to fine 
townships and municipalities if the 
dust threatens the life and welfare 
of residents. According to Council- 
man Barry Baumann, the city has 
received a violation recently 
Councilman Jimmie Raspberry 
urged the administration to set up a 
meeting with the Road Commission 
to try to solve the problem His re- 
commendation. put in a form of a 
motion, was supported by council- 
man John Lewkowicz. 

Baumann reiterated that he de- 
finitely was not in favor of chlorid- 
ing “county roads with our money.” 

Councilman Pete Bergeron re- 
minded his colleagues of their re- 
sponsibility to the citizens of this 
city.” 

“Our share is $450 and we have a 
responsibility to this community 
and if we have to do it. then we 
should go along with the recom- 
mendation,” Bergeron concluded.

Detroit's Water and Sewer Director 
Charlie J. Williams, opted to divert 
the funds to outstate communities. 
This served to relieve political 
pressure from those areas and at 
the same time to satisfy Detroit 
Mayor Coleman Young who , Suzore 
Said, is trying to keep his own in- 
adequate system intact. 

The four county commissioners 
and the county Public Works De- 
partment have released a paper 
which charges that Detroit used 
threats of reprisals if the DNR did 
not accept its recommendations 
and refutes — point by point — De- 
troit’s arguments as follows: 

1. Erroneous Statement 

The HVWWCS will separate 
wastewater flows of the Rouge Val- 
ley communities from the Rouge 
Valley District now under contract 
with the DWSD for treatment ser- 
vice. 

Fact 

The contract between the DWSD 
and Wayne County for service for 
the sixteen (16) Rouge Valley com- 
munities requires the City of De- 
troit to accept flows from the Rouge 
Valley District up the specified 
Peak flows, but does not establish 
any requirement for Wayne County 
to deliver any wastewater to the 
DWDSD. There is no intention, 
however , to divert flows which com- 
munities have contracted with 
Wayne County to deliver to Rouge 
Valley Interceptors. Accordingly, 

; most of the flow currently being dis- 
‘ charged to the DWSD System from 
Huron Valley communities will con- 
tinue to be discharged to the DWSD 
.System. 

) 2. Erroneous Statement 

T The DWSD has raised objections 
\to the intended separation at every 
Opportunity during the planning for 
/the HVWWC System. 

* Fact 

/ As previously stated, there is no 

• intention to divert flows which the 
*DWSD has contracted to receive 

from the Rouge Valley System. It 
should be noted, however, that 
North Area Facilities Planning was 
conducted in accordance with EPA 
requirements for a major public 
participation program and despite 
issuance of numerous newsletters 
and holding of several meetings 
during the course of the 30-month 
study, the DWSD did not make any 
comments on the project until the 
last few weeks before the study was 


completed. This was long after the 
alternatives, which it now seems to 
endorse, were publicly evaluated 
and eliminated from consideration • 
because of obvious deficiencies. 

3. Erroneous Statement 
Updated projections of popula- 
tions and flows do not support the 
1979 “Super Sewer” plan. 

Fact 

Flows used for the current facili- 
ties plan are based on updated 
population projections provided by 
SEMCOG, and the current loading 
of the Rouge Valley System was de- 
termined by actual flow measure- 
ment. 

4. Erroneous Statement 

An Alternative excluding the 
Northern and Middle Area of the 
HVWWC System study area was au- 
thorized to be designed during the 
Step II work. 

Fact 

Facilities in the Middle and South 
Areas designed to serve the North, 
Middle and South areas were autho- 
rized to be designed during the Step 
II work. 

5. Erroneous Statement 
The only justification for separat- 
ing the North and South service 
areas is to obtain the relief of finan- 
cial costs for the new “ ‘Supersewer” 
System for diverting flows from ex- 
isting systems into said ‘‘Super- 
sewer.” 

Fact 

Once again, there is no intention 
to divert flows which the DWSD has 
contracted to receive from the 
Rouge Valley System. Additional 
flows cannot be discharged to the 
Rouge Valley Interceptors; 1.) 
without causing additional pollution 
of the Middle and Lower Rouge 
Rivers; and 2.) without the approv- 
al of the sixteen (16) communities 
in the Rouge Valley System, sever- 
al of which have already indicated 
that they would not give such 
approval . These are only two of the 
many reasons that the North Ser- 
vice Area Facilities Plan recom- 
mended that additional North Area 
flows be diverted to the Huron Val- 
ley System. 

Implication 

There is also an implication in the 
letter that the HVWWC System 
study area has been represented to 
DWSD bond buyers as being in the 
DWSD service area. 

Fact 

We are aware of no contractual 
arrangements or even communica-

Upon Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry’s initiative and through State 
Rep. Edward Mahalak’s office, the 
state's Department of Treasury re- 
cently conducted an audit of the ci- 
ty’ 's water and sewer bonded debt 
and concluded that because of va- 
rious transfers, the sewer debt re- 


tions which would support this con- 
tention. 

‘‘Given the totally erroneous 
assumptions on which the DWSD 
recommendations are based, they 
should be ignored by the MDNR,” 
Suzore asserted, adding. ‘‘Our 
attorneys have examined the va- 
rious steps which the DWSD has 
threatened to pursue if its recom- 
mendations were not followed and 
found them to be without substan- 
tive legal basis and accordingly , the 
MDNR should not be intimidated by 
such hollow threats." 

Super Sewer runs roughly from 
Commerce Township in Oakland 
County, south 60 miles along the 
western border of Wayne County to 
the Detroit River. Among the parti- 
cipating cities and townships are 
Commerce Township, Novi, North- 
ville, Plymouth, Canton, Van 
Buren, Huron, Brownstown 
Townships, Romulus, South Rock- 
wood (Monroe County), 
Woodhaven, Gibraltar, Flat Rock 
and Wixom. 

“It isn’t simply a matter of 
money,” Egeland pointed out. “The 
DNR wants participation from all 
communities in order to solve the 
pollution problem. In their opinion 
unless they all take part, the prob- 
lem won’t be solved.” 

According to Egeland, the feds 
have already given the County $75 
million for Phase I and Congression- 
al Authorization for an additional 
$46,296 million for Phase II and $75 
million for Phase III. The fourteen 
communities, combined, will pro- 
vide $37,491 million for Phase I; 
$26,662 million. Phase II; and 
$32,351 million for Phase III. 

“The project could be completed 
without Phase III funds.” Egeland 
said, “by reducing the size of the 
interceptors, so money, right now, 
is not the hangup, it’s the DNR 
which is under pressure to take the 
project money and spend it out- 
state. They claim we are getting a 
disproportionate share of federal 
funds. We claim we haven't had a 
fair share for the past ten years.” 
Don Ringler, Oakland County En- 
gineer in charge of that portion of 
the project, agreed. 

The Huron Valley Wastewater 
Control system (HVWWCS) was 
conceived in 1959 as a final link to 
Wayne County ’s long-range plan to 
provide efficient and economical 
disposal facilities for all county com- 
munities. Egeland said the system 
was needed to reduce or eliminate 
health hazards and deterioration of 
surface and groundwater quality 
and that the DNR has notified most 
of the cities and townships in west 
and south Wayne County that unless 
the problems listed are solved, a ban 
on construction of new sewers in the 
area will be imposed. 

The project will generate from 
21 ,000 to 24 ,000 annual jobs — more 
jobs than any other project

County seeks double -bunking 
for over -populated new jail / 


Wayne County's newly created 
Corrections Council, faced with the 
initial problem of over-populated 
jail facilities, agreed Wednesday, 
to seek double-bunking options 
from the State Corrections Com- 
mission as a temporary solution 
while they develop plans for 
alternative sentencing procedures 
and pre-trial diversion programs. 

Designed to help fill the vacuum 
of the recently disbanded Criminal 
Justice Coordinating Council, the 
Corrections Council is the offspring 
of a recent County Resolution spon- 
sored by Commissioners Mary E. 
Dumas, Jackie L. Currie and John 
C. Hertel and is charged with de- 
veloping a comprehensive correc- 
tions plan for the county with long- 
range goals including pre-trial and 
post-trial sentencing alternatives, 
conditional release for low-risk 
prisoners, alternative corrections 
facilities, and revised bond proce- 
dures 

Judge Richard D Dunn. Chief 
Executive Judge of Wayne County 
Circuit Court and Recorder’s Court 
and Judge Samuel Gardner. Chief 
Judge of Detroit s Recorder s Court 
told council members Wednesday 
that the prisoner population was 


nearing another crisis stage, and 
that the present corrections system 
was an “abysmal failure.” Both 
have agreed to lend their expertise 
in developing plans that would pro- 
vide ways to handle minor offen- 
ders other than “sticking them in 
the pokey.” 

Judge Dunn, who has jurisdiction 
over the county jail operation, said 
there would be violent opposition to 
the double-bunking issue by attor- 
neys representing the prisoners, 
and that he could not personally 
take part in petitioning for double- 
bunking, although he said he felt the 
county had a perfect right to re- 
quest it. 

Judge Dunn pointed out that the 
current jail population has reached 
994. and that the worst months are 
just ahead I’m very hesitant in 
ordering local communities to be- 
gin holding prisoners.” he said 
‘I've ordered the Sheriff not to 
accept any more misdemeanants 
unless I order him to. and I see no 
reason why they (minor offenders) 
can t be used to clean up our high- 
ways during the day The public 
should expect something for the 
money they spend to house them 
We don t have the money to operate 


two jails and we certainly can t go 
to the taxpayers for more/' he 
added. 

Supporting Judge Dunn, Sheriff 
Robert Ficano told the grpup, “I 
was dumbfounded to discover that 
there are no funds to even maintain 
the new jail. I reviewed provisions 
of the millage used to pay for the 
new 13-story jail . and found it was to 
include both, construction and 
maintenance costs. There is barely 
$113,000 left in the account “ Based 
on a recent U S Supreme Court de- 
cision allowing double-bunking in 
Ohio prisons.

Layer cheese slices , then water chestnuts and bake at 350 degrees for 
25 minutes, topping with onion rings for the final five minutes

To avoid stings 

— avoid insects! 


The best way to avoid being stung 
by yellow jackets and other social 
wasps is to avoid contact with the 
insects. Avoiding them can some- 
times be difficult, however, espe- 
cially in late summer when wasp 
numbers are highest. 

Gary Dunn, Extension entomo- 
logist at Michigan State University, 
says yellow jackets often become 
pests in late summer. Colonies that 
began in the spring with just the 
queen (the fertile female) may 
number hundreds or ev.en 
thousands of individuals by August 
or September. Nests of one common 
species are often constructed in or 
near houses and other structures, 
so large numbers of wasps may be 
coming and going through the out- 
door living area. 

Reduce the likelihood of being 
stung by following these guidelines : 

— Keep skin covered with a long- 
sleeved shirt and long pants. Wear 
gray, tan or white rather than 
bright colors and vivid prints, and 
avoid wearing shiny buckles or 
jewelry. Wear a hat and closed 


shoes rather than sandals. 

— Avoid the use of scented cosme- 
tics, hair spray, after-shave lotion 
and similar products. 

— Keep garbage in tightly co- 
vered containers, and clean up any 
spilled food, especially protein 
foods (meat scraps, ice cream, 
etc.). 

— When eating outdoors, keep all 
food covered, clean up spills and 
dispose of refuse in tightly sealed 
containers. Kill intruder wasps 
rather than merely chasing them 
away. 

— If a bee or wasp hovers around 
you, slowly raise your arms to pro- 
tect your face. Then stand still or 
move slowly indoors or through 
some bushes to get away. Rapid 
movement often provokes attack. 

— If a bee or wasp gets into your 
house or car, don’t panic. Stop the 
car when you can do so safely and 
open doors and windows to let the 
insect escape. Likewise, wasps in 
houses only want out. Provide them 
with an exit and they probably 
won’t bother you on the way out.

| pact is good news 

After four years of frustrations, negotiations, mediations, fact- 

• finding and contract impasses, the Van Buren Community 
School District and the Van Buren Education Association have a 

• contract package they believe they can live by. 

And that should be good news for everyone, especially the 
students in this school district. 

With a millage vote scheduled for August, everyone will have 
to work together in order to pass tax increase proposals that will 

• help bring the necessary funds into the district to restore prog- 
rams and return the school day to six hours. 

; Van Buren. because of the many cutbacks, has been placed on 
‘probationary status” by the accreditation team from the Uni- 
versity of Michigan. 

Since 1979, when the old 3-year teacher-board contract ex- 
pired, there has been a “lot of hard feelings” in the school dis- 
trict. With fiscal disaster lurking at its doors, the school district 
; couldn’t equal contract packages signed by the more wealthier 
; school districts in the state. 

The impact of declining enrollment and therefore less school 
. aid from the state which translates into financial troubles hit 
Van Buren hard. Many teachers bolted for “greener” pastures 
' only to discover that almost all other school districts had placed 

• a “hold” on salary increases; many like Livonia were laying off 
teachers with more than 15 years of service. 

It is sad but it is the fact of our times that schools are in trouble. 
More than ever in this nation’s history, schools and unions must 
find a way to resolve their financial, and basically that’s where 
the problem is — financial — differences. The money is just not 

■ there. 

The tentative agreement reached in Van Buren hopefully will 
1 send a message to neighboring school districts that differences 
! can be ironed out, if all parties are willing. 

Although both sides caution that there is a “tentative agree- 
ment,” We are hopeful that when the teachers’ group meets 
; Thursday night they will ratify the pact. We also urge the school 
; board tp do likewise. 

• To do otherwise, would pummel the school district into turmoil 
during a time when a united front is needed before an electorate 

! that isn’t usually eager to pass millage hikes. 

Huron invests 
in the future 

■ Huron Township faces a bright turn of events. 

And it’s not talk, it is money. 

The Federal Government is offering an 80 percent matching 
grant to the community for local improvements. This is an un- 
usual Opportunity because it is money which can be applied in 
almost’ arty direction to improve the community. 

Specifically, it could mean almost $390,000 from the feds. That 
ain’t hay. * 

Naturally there was some discussion by the Administration 
and the Board as to how it should be spent should they get the 
total sum. 

It WaS hot an easy decision. But at a special session June 30 
they put aside their differences and unanimously decided to fund 
the 20 percent of the grant should it materialize, and to purchase 
the Glenn buildings to house a renovated Township Hall . garage, 
and parking space. 

It appears to be a sound decision and maybe it will provide the 
spark that the community needs to encourage others to invest in 
the area. 

Credit deservedly should be given to Supervisor A.J Haener 
for guiding the matter to its intelligent conclusion 
It was not an easy matter to decide on what the money should 
be spent on There are so many things that the money could be 
invested in.

When it comes to taxes , ‘grass 
isn’t greener’ outside Michigan 


The recent temporary tax increase has, 
understandably, created a tremendous con- 
troversy in Michigan. This was expected — no- 
body. especially legislators, likes higher taxes. 
(People seem to forget that we also pay taxes, 
just like everyone else.) 

However, my mail indicates that there is also 
a tremendous misunderstanding of how Michi- 
gan fits into the national picture on taxes. There 
is a general perception that Michigan’s legisla- 
ture is acting far differently than legislatures in 
other states, that “the grass is greener” in other 
states. Some very significant facts help put 
Michigan’s tax action into perspective. 

According to an Associated Press survey, 45 
states have increased their taxes effective this 
year. Many of those tax increases were larger 
than Michigan's even though Michigan’s budget 
crisis has been the most serious in the nation 
(due to our high unemployment). 

These state tax increases are one of the results 
of the national recession, and also the Reagan 
administration’s “new federalism” approach 
which has drastically cut federal support for 
domestic programs; the administration has 
flatly stated that states should raise the taxes 
necessary to continue vital programs. 

Michigan passed a TEMPORARY tax in- 
crease; most other states passed PERMA- 
NENT tax increases. Michigan has not raised 
taxes for business since well before the Single 
Business Tax was enacted in 1975; most other 
states have raised business taxes in the last 
year. 

Some have charged that Michigan has the 
highest income tax in the nation This is abso- 
lutely not true. While it is true that Michigan has 
the highest tax of any of the seven states with 
flat rate income taxes, most states have a 
graduated income tax. and many have higher 
income tax rates than Michigan 

In states with graduated taxes, the marginal 
rates on middle and high incomes are much 
higher than the Michigan rate In fact, 24 states 
have a permanent maximum marginal rate 
higher than Michigan’s temporary 6.35% tax 
(The highest is in New York, with a minimum 
rate of 14% on income exceeding $24 ,000 a year ) 

Some have complained that the temporarily 
higher tax hurts our job-producing ability be- 
cause it moves our taxes higher in relation to our 
neighbors In fact, every one of our neighboring 
states has raised taxes substantially in the last 
few months : 

• Ohio raised its income tax 90 percent and 
increased other taxes for a total of $1 billion 

• Indiana raised its income tax 58 percent, 
and raised its sales tax 25 percent for a total of 
$18 billion 

• Illinois raised its income tax 20 percent, 
sales tax 25 percent, and corporate income tax 
20 percent for a total of $13 billion 

• Minnesota raised its sales tax 50 percent and 
imposed a 5 percent surtax on its income tax. for 
a total increase of $960 million 

• Wisconsin imposed a 20 percent surtax on 
the personal and corporate income taxes, post- 
poned indexing the personal income tax brack- 


ets, raised the sales tax 25 percent, and adjusted 
other taxes for a total of $375 million. 

And this trend hasn’t been limited to the in- 
dustrial belt, hard-hit by the recession, but to all 
parts of the nation. Consider these tax in- 
creases: 

• Connecticut increased its sales and use tax 
on business services from 3.5% to 7.5%, a 115% 
increase, and also raised corporate and person- 
al income taxes, cigarette and liquor taxes, real- 
ty transfer fees and the inheritance tax. 

• Washington (state) made permanent a 
“temporary” 7% business and occupation sur- 
tax. and repealed an income tax indexing law. 

• Nebraska raised corporate and personal in- 
come tax rates, and sales and fuel taxes. 

• Nevada made permanent a “temporary” 
150% increase in its sales tax. 

• Tennessee made permanent a “temporary” 
50% sales tax increase. 

• Idaho raised its sales tax 50%, increased its 
corporate income tax and franchise tax approx- 
imately 15%, and raised the gas tax by two 
cents. 

• North Dakota temporarily raised its corpo- 
rate income tax 50% , and increased the sales tax 
25%. 

• New Mexico raised its income, sales, insur- 
ance, liquor and oil and gas taxes. The personal 
income tax increase was 30%, the coporate in- 
come tax increased 20%. 

• West Virginia raised its maximum income 
tax bracket 35% (to 13%), and also imposed a 
flat 12%> income tax surcharge making the total 
increase 39.2%. 

• New York raised the cigarette tax 40%, im- 
posed withholding on interest and divident pay- 
ments, added a new 10% gains tax on major real 
estate transfers, increased the realty transfer 
tax, and increased liquor taxes. 

• Utah increased its corporate income tax 
16.25%. 

The list goes on and on. The terrible problem 
the Governor and Legislature have faced here in 
Michigan is shared by virtually every other 
state in the nation 

In 1981 — the last year for which official statis- 
tics are available — Michigan ranked 32nd in 
state taxes as a percentage of personal income 
Most observers expect that the statistics for 1983 
will show that we will hold that low position, and 
perhaps drop even lower, because of other 
states enacting tax increases larger than that 
enacted in Michigan 

No elected official likes to increase taxes, and 
everybody loves to lower taxes But we have a 
responsibility to vote to pay for basic .govern- 
ment services; public safety, education, and hu- 
man services. 

Unlike the federal government, Michigan 
must balance its budget ; as 44 other states have 
discovered, a combination of drastically re- 
duced federal support and a national recession 
forces state tax increases to achieve a balanced 
budget while maintaining vital services.

EDITOR — As founder and 
chairman of the Van Buren 
Township Family Day for four 
years (1979, 1980, 1981 and 1982),

ter signed by trustee Marilyn 
Montgomery and published in 
the June 29. 1983 issue of the 
Associated Newspapers’ Belle- 
ville Enterprise edition. 

Ms. Montgomery stated that 
the 1983 Family Day Committee 
held four publicized meetings 
calling for volunteers and their 
wasn’t any interest — in other 
words “no one came.” (Ms. 
Montgomery’s quote). This 
should not come as a surprise to 
Ms. Montgomery as she never 
volunteered to assist in prepara- 
tions for any Family Day prog- 
rams. 

Local merchants, organiza- 
tions, area citizens and some 
township employees joined in the 
preparations with vigor for the 
four yearly Family Days.

emphasize that township em- 
ployees were not • ‘required " to 
donate time during these four 
years. 

I would like Ms. Montgomery 
to inform me and the public 
“who" made "whom" aware of a 
$3,000 loss on the activities of 
Family Day 1982. 

Yes, Ms. Montgomery, Family 
Day was a "fun day" for all area 
residents, but the net proceeds 
were more than "minimal. " Net 
proceeds of the Family Day acti- 
vities were used to improve faci- 
lities at the Van Buren Township 
Park such as repair of old pavii- 
lions, erection of new pavilions, 
new barbecue grills, picnic 
tables, etc. 

The $3500 cost of the fireworks 
display at the conclusion of the 
1982 Family Day was expended 
from the balance in the Family 
Day account accrued from the 
three previous Family Day acti- 
vities. 

Presently there is no activity 
planned to raise revenues for 
necessary improvements of the 
park facilities in Van Buren 
Township. Taxpayers must bear 
the costs of park maintenance, 
repairs, police protection, etc.

He 
(the dealer) had a devil of a time 
finding even this one. He may 
never find one again 

“This would cost you a fortune 
any place else,” and “I thought 
about keeping it myself are two 
phrases heard most often from 
the dealer's side of the table. If 
you are new at this, you are apt to 
carry around — along with your 
packages — a lot of guilt, until 
you realize that it ’s all part of the 
game 

There's a lot of rascality in flea 
market dealers. They are not 
necessarily con men, although I 
suppose you could find them here 
as well as anywhere I think it's

"All of The Good Ones 
Are Taken” 
(Columbia) 

The file report on Ian Hunter 
reads thusly: Fronted Mott the 
Hoope, one of the greatest rock 
bands of the early 70 s, before 
venturing out as a solo artist 
First album, "Ian Hunter' a 
classic. Actually a collaborative 
effort with guitarist Mick Ron- 
son, ex of Bowie's Ziggy Stardust 
era, but the two were unable to 
officially form a group, because 
both were contracted to different 
labels as well as having mana- 
gers who hated each other. 


The tour lasted for six shows, 
happily, two of them were in 
Michigan Broke up Second solo 
effort "All American Alien Bov” 
flops faster than James Watt 
souvenior T-shirts. After some 
production work. Hunter hooks 
up with Ronson again and the re- 
sult is Never Alone With a Schi- 
zophrenic,” a fine LP yielding 
two or three hit singles, including 
"Just Another Night," "When 
The Daylight Comes,” and 
‘ Ships.” which was later man- 
gled by Barry Manilow. 

Enter Mtck Jones of the Clash . 
He hypnotizes Hunter into doing 
everything his way, Ronson is 
put in the backseat on both the 
guitar and producer levels, and

the result is, as they say down 
south, cow chips. 

Only a double LP, "Welcome 
To The Club,” recorded before 
Hunter's Jones, so to speak, re- 
deems him at all over the past 
few years. Naturally, Mick Ron- 
son was omni-present there, too. 

Hunter's last U S. tour, which 
brought him to a half-full Cobo 
Hall (and saw many unawares 
chanting for the absent guitar- 
ist), had him doing a parody of 
himself. It was sad, considering 
he had once been one of the best. 

So, imagine my surprise at 
putting on "All of The Good Ones 
Are Taken" and finding out that 
not only is it listenable, but it’s 
damn good! The songs, which 


had been less than good of late 
are right back up there with Hun- 
ter’s best, and his best is good 
indeed. 

The title cut is a sure-fire hit 
single (with a top-notch video on 
MTV to help it along) taken at 
mid-tempo with Hunter crooning 
to his lost woman: 

“Girl - I'm livin’ in the 
middle 

of your memory 
Girl - You're still the figure 
in 

my favorite fantasy” 
Other highlights include “Ev- 
ery Step Of The Way," a rollick- 
ing number that's a proverbial 
footstomper if ever there was 
one: "Death N’ Glory Boys.”
